= Nick Langan, as a college project, has developed a radio app for both IOS and 

a 7 Android phones called RadioLand. | have had it on my phone for a few weeks now 
and find it addictive. It is not a radio, but something you can keep next to your 
desktop or laptop as you DX with your portable or SDR. Using the FCC tables and 
the WTFDA database, it lists all stations within a given radius from your location or 
any location complete with expected signal strength, bearing in degrees, miles 
from your location along with formats. The app will plot the distance from your 
location to the transmitter on a map, plus show you the terrain profile between the 
two points. You can search by five different parameters and sort the results any 
_ way you want. You can even search for a station match by entering a PI code. 

| can go on, and I’ve probably missed some features, but this is a very slick, 
professional looking app and complements the FM Database nicely. 

If you would like to try it on your phone, contact Nick Langan and he will tell you 
how to download it. It took me a few tries since it’s a beta and the method is a 
little different, but it’s pretty straightforward.

They’re stations 
intended to fill areas “shadowed” from the main transmitter.) In the process, all 23 stations’ call 
letters will be changed to XHMNL-TDT and they will move to either channel 27 or channel 28. 14 were 
already on channel 27, and one already on 28.

WISHFUL THINKING 


WJLP Middletown Township, New Jersey transmits from One Times Square in NYC on physical channel 
3. They wished to use virtual channel 3 as well, but when WFSB-3 and KYW-3 objected the FCC 
ordered them to use virtual 33. 


Then, the repack hit. Two LPTV stations were bumped from physical channels 32 and 41; both sought 
assignment to physical channel 33. No technical objections were filed; either station could operate 
on 33 without interfering with anything. The two stations reached a settlement which would have 
W41DO0O moving to physical channel 33. 


WJLP objected. WCBS-TV operated on physical channel 33 before the repack. (moving to 36) WJLP 
claims extensive experience with the “virtual interference” caused to their station by WCBS’ 
operation on 33, and they expect similar interference from W41DO. (obviously over a smaller area 
due to W41D0’s lower power, but even a small area contains a LOT of people in NYC!) 


They say more than half of TV sets are “...not properly configured to distinguish between stations 
whose overlapping virtual channels and RF channels are identical...” Punching in “33” on the remote 
— instead of “33.1” - caused these sets to display WCBS instead of WJLP. WJLP asked that the FCC 
refuse to assign physical channel 33 in the New York area. 


Not gonna happen(grin). The Commission seems confident viewers know to punch a minor channel 
number, and is not willing to let a valid slice of spectrum lay fallow in America’s largest city. 
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In Snyder, Texas, KPCB went dark at the end of January 2020 when the satellite feed of the station’s 
programming ceased. Other stations carrying the same programming were able to receive it over the 
Internet, but there wasn’t enough Internet bandwidth at the KPCB tower to deliver video. In January 
2021, sufficient bandwidth was obtained — but then, encoding issues were discovered. 


My gut feeling is the Commission will deny this. | expect they will find the station should have found 
some other means of obtaining programming, possibly as simple as hooking a DVD player to the 
transmitter. | would also suggest the encoders could have been tested in advance, giving time to 
locate & repair the problems. 


But my gut feelings have been very wrong before! 


DOMINICAN DTV 


Plans for digital TV in the Dominican Republic have firmed up. The country’s broadcasters have 
signed an agreement for clearing channels 52-69 and transitioning to ATSC 1.0 digital TV. 


They weren’t all entirely happy with the results though. Stations assigned low-VHF channels repeated 
the same concerns expressed in the U.S., as did those going from UHF to high-VHF. Dominican 
broadcasters faced one issue not present in the U.S. transition: finding a new channel for a station on 
analog channel 37. CDN’s two analog stations on channels 37 and 67 requested assignment to 36 & 
38 in order to continue using the existing channel 37 antenna. The government was able to oblige 
with regard to channel 36 but assigned 34 instead of 38. 


A final decision on the plan was reached on November 11". Channels in the Dominican Republic are 
assigned to service zones: National; Regional Zone 1 (southeast & southwest); Regional Zone 2 (north 
& Cibao); and Local. Dominican stations are allowed to use multiple transmitters to reach their 
authorized coverage area. They’re given five years to deploy enough transmission to reach that 
coverage. Digital transmission must begin by Dec. 31, 2022; analog shutdown will happen rapidly - 
on Sept. 15, 2022, if digital reaches at least 80% of homes by then.
